There  are  cheaper 
bulbs,  but  there  are  no  better  bulbs  at  any  price  than  those  offered  in  this  catalog.  Crops  in 
Holland  have  been  plentiful  but  there  never  is  an  over-abundance  of  the  top  quality  bulbs 
such  as  we  use  in  filling  your  orders. 

Those  in  search  of  the  unusual  are  urged  to  order  soon,  surely  not  later  than  August 
15th,  when  we  cable  final  orders  to  our  headquarters  in  Holland.  It  is  utterly  impossible  for 
us  to  import  extra  supplies  of  all  of  the  choicer  varieties.  The  reliable  standards  weTl  have  on 
hand  as  usual  at  planting  time,  and  a  list  of  these  will  be  mailed  out  later  in  the  season.

TULIPS 


The  chief  characteristics  of  the 
Darwins  are  the  perfect  cup- 
shape  of  the  flowers,  fleshy 
substantial  petals,  tall  stems 
and  bright  colors,  ranging 
through  all  the  shades  of  pink 
and  red  to  purple.  There  are 
certain  slaty  blues  and  blue- 
violets  which  might  almost  be 
called  a  blue,  while  the  black 
Tulip  is  nearly  realized  in  some 
of  the  dark  maroon  varieties. 
There  are  comparatively  few 
white  or  pure  yellow  varieties. 
Most  Darwins  can  he  forced  by  middle  of  February, 
many  of  them  even  earlier,  provided  that  they  are  potted 
as  soon  as  received. 


The  bulbs  must  be  set  farther  apart  than  is  the  case 
with  the  early  Tulips,  and  plenty  of  room  on  the 
benches  must  be  given  when  vigorous  growth  begins. 
They  should  be  grown  slowly  under  a  moderate  tem¬ 
perature.  Too  high  a  temperature  should  be  avoided, 
or  poor  flowers  result. 


Nearly  all  varieties,  but  especially  the  mauve-colored 
ones,  lose  their  true  color,  becoming  much  paler 
when  forced. 


The  ^'de-luxe"  packages  in  which  you  receive 
Zandbergen  bulbs.  Buckwheat  hulls  serve  as  '‘shock 
absorbers”  within  the  ventilated  bags. 


An  asterisk  (*)  preceding  the  name  indicates  that  it 
may  be  successfully  forced.  The  figure  following  in¬ 
dicates  the  relative  time  of  flowering. 


All  varieties  of  Tulips,  Nareissi  and  Hyaeinths  are  listed  in  the  logical  order  of  their  respective  merits,  regard¬ 
less  of  price.  The  variety  which  in  our  opinion  is  the  choicest  of  its  class  is  listed  at  the  head  of  its  class,  the 
second  best  coming  second,  etc.  The  number  after  each  variety  indicates  the  relative  time  of  flowering.

Just  what  constitutes  this  peculiar  characteristic 
called  “quality”.^  What  causes  some  bulbs  to  be  more  reliable  bloomers 
than  others.^  What  causes  the  differences  in  size  besides  their  age.^  And, 
finally,  why  is  there  so  much  difference  in  prices  charged  not  only  for  mix¬ 
tures,  but  for  named  varieties  as  well.^ 

To  begin  with,  we  handle  only  extra  selected,  hand-picked  bulbs.  While 
being  cured  and  handled  in  Holland,  they  are  treated  with  the  utmost  care 
— in  marked  difference  from  the  common  run  of  bulbs  generally  offered. 

When  it  comes  to  the  matter  of  packing  the  bulbs,  we  call  special  attention 
to  the  fact  that  they  are  packed  in  buckwheat  chaff.  This  acts  in  the  nature 
of  a  shock  absorber  between  the  bulbs.  It  insures  these  perfectly  cured, 
hand-selected  bulbs  a  soft  bedding  throughout  their  journey  from  our  pack¬ 
ing  sheds  in  Holland,  to  your  door.  Naturally  bulbs  packed  in  this  fashion 
bulk  larger.  This  method  of  packing  alone  adds  considerable  to  the  ocean 
freight,  not  counting  the  extra  labor  and  cost  of  the  buckwheat  hulls. 

The  results  of  such  careful  treatment  and  handling  never  fail  to  show  in  the 
customers’  gardens.  Many  disappointments  and  failures  with  tulip  bulbs 
are  directly  traceable  to  the  careless  methods  employed  in  curing,  sorting, 
packing  and  shipping.  Moreover,  we  guarantee  our  bulbs  to  be  true  to 
name,  or  we  will  replace  them  if  proved  otherwise.  This  insures  our  custom¬ 
ers’  success  with  any  color  schemes  they  may  plan. 

Then  there  is  the  matter  of  size.  Naturally  larger  bulbs,  carefully  handled, 
will  bear  more  perfect  flowers  than  those  produced  by  smaller  bulbs  of  the 
same  variety.  It  is  our  duty  to  select  for  our  customers  just  the  size  bulbs 
of  the  different  varieties  that  we  feel  will  give  the  best  results. 

To  explain  sizes  and  varying  prices  in  still  another  way:  Prices  vary  a  great 
deal.  This  is  understandable  if  you  know  how  bulbs  are  sorted  in  Holland. 
The  large  size  is  called  No.  I ;  medium  size  is  known  as  No.  2,  while  the  small 
ones  are  No.  3.  Naturally  No.  I  bulbs  are  worth  more  than  No.  2  bulbs 
mixed  with  No.  I  size.  Again  straight  No.  2  bulbs  would  be  worth  more  than 
No.  2  and  No.  3  bulbs.  The  illustration  alongside  will  help  the  reader  to 
understand  why  different  sizes  cannot  be  expected  to  produce  the  kind  of 
flowers  which  straight  No.  I  bulbs  will  produc'e. 

Just  as  individuals  of  the  human  race  vary  in  size,  so  do  bulbs  of  different 
varieties  of  tulips  vary.  The  variety  Indian  Chief,  for  instance,  perfects  a 
much  larger  bulb  than  the  largest  Clara  Butt  we  have  ever  seen.  Thus  as 
our  packages  of  bulbs  reach  you,  you  will  find  that  the  bags  of  the  various 
varieties  differ  in  size,  even  though  all  the  bags  contain  the  same  number 
of  bulbs. 

And  what  has  been  said  of  tulip  bulbs,  holds  good  in  connection  with  all 
other  bulbs  in  all  the  classes  listed  in  this  catalog — as  a  matter  of  course.

To  arrive  at  the  number  of  bulbs  required  for  an  oval  bed,  add  the  length  and  breadth  and  divide  by  two 
using  the  result  as  the  diameter  in  above  table.  A  bed  6  feet  wide  by  8  feet  long  will  require  the  same  num¬ 
ber  of  bulbs  as  a  round  bed  7  feet  in  diameter.  (6  +  8  =  14;  divided  by  2  gives  7.)

Were  we  permitted  to  have  it  our  way  we  would  no  longer  offer  a  good  many  so-called  “old-fashioned” 
favorites.  Many  quite  reasonably  priced  newer  varieties  are  far  ahead  of  them  in  every  respect.  We  do  not 
offer  novelties  of  questionable  merit.  Once  you  see  a  variety  offered  in  our  catalog  you  can  be  sure  that 
it  deserves  your  consideration  and  trial. 

We  are  tempted  to  pronounce  Tulips  the  most  spectacular  of  all  spring  flowers  for  a  great  variety  of 
reasons.  In  the  first  place  they  bring  us  a  blaze  of  colors  when  the  heart  is  just  about  starved  through  the 
drab  and  dreary  winter  months. 

Their  range  of  colors  is  perfectly  amazing,  from  clear  white  to  deepest  purple  and  maroon,  including 
many  superb  vari-colored  combinations.  By  a  judicious  selection  of  early,  midseason  and  late  varieties. 
Tulips  may  be  enjoyed  for  the  best  part  of  six  weeks  outdoors,  with  an  additional  two  months  added  when 
the  gardener  goes  in  for  “forcing”  suitable  sorts  indoors. 

Culture.  Tulips  should  not  be  grown  in  soil  in  which  they  have  been  grown  for  two  years  previously. 
They  do  best  in  fresh  soil  or  in  beds  in  which  the  soil  has  been  changed.  Growing  them  in  the  same  soil  for 
more  than  two  years  will  at  last  lead  to  failure. 

Do  not  use  fresh  stable  manure  at  planting  time,  as  it  is  injurious  to  the  roots.  Well-rotted  manure 
will  prove  beneficial.  Bone  meal  or  dried  sheep  manure  also  can  be  used,  about  three  handfuls  to  the  square 
yard.  This  must  be  thrown  on  top  of  the  soil  before  planting. 

Nearly  all  Tulips  should  be  planted  outside  about  5  inches  deep,  and  6  inches  apart  according  to  the 
size  of  the  bulb.  They  should  be  planted  four  to  six  weeks  before  severe  frost  sets  in.  For  best  results,  do 
not  mulch  them  until  after  the  soil  has  become  frozen,  to  keep  out  mice,  etc.  Do  not  mulch  them  too  heav¬ 
ily,  half  an  inch  will  prove  quite  enough.  Old  cow  manure,  peat  moss,  salt  hay  or  leaves  may  be  used  for 
this  purpose.

DAFFODILS  PREPARED  FOR  EARLY  FORCING 

A  special  process  in  curing  and  precooling  shortens  the  growing  period  for  forcing  Daflodils  so  that  they 
may  be  brought  into  flower  at  least  three  weeks  in  advance  of  the  untreated  bulbs.  They  are  therefore  in¬ 
valuable  in  that  they  can  be  flowered  for  Christmas  and  throughout  the  holiday  season.  The  bulbs  should 
be  potted  immediately  on  receipt,  and  buried  outside  with  a  good  mulch  to  keep  out  the  frost.  In  from 
seven  to  ten  weeks,  depending  on  the  variety,  the  flower  buds  will  have  become  sufficiently  advanced  that 
they  may  be  noticed  inside  the  foliage.  The  bulbs  should  not  be  brought  into  the  greenhouse  until  they 
have  developed  sufficiently  that  the  buds  have  appeared  through  the  neck  of  the  bulb.  In  the  greenhouse 
at  a  temperature  of  sixty  degrees  they  will  bloom  in  from  four  to  five  weeks.  Varieties  most  satisfactory 
for  this  purpose  are  offered  below,  they  are  listed  in  the  order  in  which  they  can  be  flowered. 

LAURENS  ROSTER: 

Poetaz.  White  perianth  with  yellow  eye.  Extra 
selected  bulbs  prepared  for  early  January  flowering.

The  terms  Narcissus  and  Daffodil  are  interchangeable,  although  there  exists  a  tendency  to  apply  the 
term  Narcissi  to  the  small-flowering  groups  like  Poeticus,  Leedsii,  Barrii  and  Incomparabilis;  while  the 
larger-flowered  Trumpet  varieties  are  most  frequently  referred  to  as  Daffodils. 

Soil  and  its  Treatment.  Narcissi  will  thrive  in  any  ordinary  garden  soil,  but  prefer  a  deep,  rather  moist, 
sandy  loam.  When  the  soil  is  of  a  dry  and  sandy  nature,  it  should  be  deeply  dug,  if  possible  at  least  a  season 
before  planting  the  bulbs,  composted  leaves  or  well-rotted  cow  manure  being  added  and  a  vegetable  or 
annual  crop  grown  on  the  ground.  Before  the  bulbs  are  planted  a  sprinkling  of  lime  should  be  spread  on 
the  surface  and  then  raked  in.  It  is  also  beneficial  to  add  bone  meal  at  the  rate  of  I^  oz.  to  the  square  yard 
while  digging  the  soil.  Never  use  fresh  manure  of  any  kind  at  planting  time — it  burns  the  roots!  On  very 
poor  and  dry  sandy  soils  we  recommend  the  addition  of  about  I  oz.  per  square  yard  of  sulphate  of  potash 
to  be  sprinkled  over  the  surface  of  the  ground,  after  planting. 

Naturalizing  in  Grass,  etc.  All  Narcissi  will  grow  equally  well  in  the  open  or  in  partial  shade.  In  the 
flower-border,  to  obtain  the  best  effect,  they  should  be  planted  in  large  groups  of  irregular  outline,  each 
group  or  clump  to  contain  one  variety  only;  avoid  straight  lines,  circles,  and  symmetrical  designs.  Masses 
of  Narcissi  should  always  appear  in  the  hardy  flower  border,  where  they  can  be  planted  between  the  clumps 
of  herbaceous  plants,  which  hide  as  well  as  shelter  the  foliage  later  in  the  season. 

All  varieties  of  Tulips,  Narcissi  and  Hyacinths  are  listed  in  the  logical  order  of  their  respective  merits,  regardless 
of  price.

For  outdoor  beds  or  borders  first-size  bulbs  produce  flowers  less  top-heavy  than  those  from  Exhibition 
bulbs. 

Culture  in  pots.  The  pots  for  all  bulbs  should  be  well  drained,  the  soil  made  moderately  firm,  and  a  little 
sharp  sand  dusted  under  the  base  of  each  bulb;  then  add  more  soil  until  one  third  of  the  bulb  appears 
above  the  surface. 

After  potting  the  bulbs,  the  pans  may  be  plunged  into  a  coldframe  or  in  a  sheltered  spot  in  the  garden. 
They  should  be  covered  with  several  inches  of  soil  and,  before  severe  frost  sets  in,  they  should  be  mulched 
heavily  with  leaves  or  straw.  They  may  be  lifted  after  January  first,  providing  the  bud  is  already  out  of 
the  bulb.  Bulbs  not  sufficiently  advanced  should  be  left  until  developed. 

Keep  the  pans  in  a  dark  cool  spot  until  the  buds  extend  sufficiently  above  the  bulb.  After  the  flowers 
are  plainly  visible  they  should  be  kept  in  a  slightly  cooler  temperature  to  promote  sturdy  growth  of  the 
plants.  The  flowers  should  not  be  exposed  to  strong  sunlight  at  any  time,  as  they  are  apt  to  fade.

SPRING  FLOWERING 

The  Crocus  has  its  home  on  the  shores  of  the  Mediterranean  Sea  and  eastward  into  Asia.  The  name  crocus 
is  of  Greek  origin  and  means  saffron.  Saffron  in  turn  is  the  English  spelling  of  the  Arabic  word  “Zafaran.” 
In  early  times  the  orange-yellow  stigmas  were  dried  and  used  in  medicine  and  are  still  used  to-day 
for  cooking  by  the  Persians  and  Spaniards  who  mix  them  with  their  rice.  In  Greece  and  Rome,  saffron 
was  used  as  a  perfume  and  as  a  yellow  dye  and  is  still  employed  extensively  for  that  purpose  in  certain 
sections  of  the  old  world.  Commercial  plantings  of  crocus  for  the  manufacture  of  saffron  are  still  to  be 
found  in  Persia,  Spain,  France  and  Sicily. 

The  Crocus  is  one  of  the  loveliest  of  all  spring-flowering  plants.  Soon  after  the  snowdrops  have  put  in 
their  appearance  come  the  crocuses  with  their  large  showy  blooms  in  yellow,  white,  purple  and  stripes  of 
lilac  on  a  white  ground.  They  must  be  grown  in  a  more  or  less  sunny  place,  otherwise  the  blooms  do  not 
open  up  fully. 

They  are  easily  forced  in  a  temperature  of  about  50  degrees,  especially  the  top-sized  quality  bulbs  which 
we  offer.

Although  perfectly  hardy  they  should  have  a  heavy  mulch  of  salt  hay  or  leaves  the  first  year  after 
planting.  When  fully  established  a  mulch  of  old  cow  manure  is  sufficient. 

When  flowering  time  is  over,  the  plant  disappears  entirely,  but  reappears  very  early  in  the  Spring, 
when  it  is  advisable  to  place  a  paper  bag  or  flower  pot  over  the  young  crown  to  protect  it  from  late  frost.

Where  the  ground  is 
liable  to  freeze,  we  advise  the  preparation  of  the  Lily  beds  or  borders  early  in  autumn,  covering  with  4  to  6 
inches  of  leaves  or  other  litter  to  prevent  the  ground  freezing  until  the  bulbs  arrive.

The  ground  must  be  thoroughly  spaded  to  a  depth  of  18  inches  before  planting  Lilies  and  must  be  en¬ 
riched  by  adding  equal  portions  of  leafmold,  peat  and  rotten  manure. 

Plant  the  bulbs  6  to  8  inches  deep,  varieties  like  Speciosum  require  at  least  8  inches,  putting  some  sand 
under  and  around  the  bulbs  to  insure  proper  drainage.
